Third— Ad excursion train to be run over the same route the local passenger 
train covers at least once a month, upon which the fare will be one cent per mile 
Cpon all legal holidays and during the week between Christmas and New Years 
trains to be operated with rates not to exceed one and a half cent per mile. 

Fourth— All local freight rates in the "Southland 1 (South of the Ohio riter.)

and Chattanooga. In the "Northland," (JVorfA of the Ohio river,) the local freight 
rates shall not be in excess of five-sixths of what like service was charged July 1st, 
1S97, bv the Pennsylvania Company, using the tariff sheet of the line between Madi- 
son and Indianapolis, Ind., for Indiana and Illinois, and for Ohio the tariff sheet 
between Columbus.
